1 . Claims 1 - 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

f The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the claimed 

elements, a swing type multi-way switch with a square frame-shaped holder that is 
disposed in the inside of a operation knob and rotatably supports the operation knob; a 
case rotatably supports the holder by a second axis for rotating movement orthogonal to 
the axis for rotating movement of the operation knob, the side wall of the operation knob 
and the side wall of the holder being disposed in a groove that is formed between the 
outer square tube-like member and the inner square tube-like member; and a light 
source and a plurality of switch elements that are mounted on a base plate, which 
supports the case, the light source is located on substantially the central portion of the 
inner square tube-like member of the case and the plurality of switch elements are 
located on the outside of the inner square tube-like member of the case.
